Mrs Donnelly, the wife of John Donnelly 
who lives on what is known as the McKt-y 
farm, near the Catholic cemetery, attempt­ 
ed to end ber life yesterday* morning by 
hanging herself. Mrs. Donnelly bas not 
been in her right mind for about a year, 
and has had to be watched ’cardufly to 
prevent her injuring herself. List Christ - 
mas she attempted to throw herself into a 
well on the place, but was discovered lo 
time to save her life. Early yesterday 
morning she got up aud went into the cel­ 
lar. for the ostensible purpose of ascertain­ 
ing the occasion of a noise there. Thu 
night previously she had set u.large trap to 
catch rats, and yesterday morning claimed 
that she heard a noise which made her 
think that the cat had got into the trap. 
•She remained longer in the cellar than 
there seemed to be any occasion tor, and 
one of the children went there to see what 
she was doing. The child was horrified at 
seeing the mother hanging by her neck, ap­ 
parently dead, and cried out to Mr. Don* 
nelly. “Come quick! Mother's dead in the 
cellar.** Mr. Donnelly hastened to the 
spot, and found hts wile hanging but still 
alive. He hurriedly cut her down, and 
sent at once for medical aid. She remain­ 
ed apparently lifeless for some minutes, but 
soon gasped, and alter tho physicians had 
arrived, she was speedly brought to con­ 
sciousness, and is now rapidly recovering 
lrom the effects ot her suicidal attempt. 
The physicians think that it will have no 
tendency to lesseu the longevity of her life, 
and steps will now be taken to place her in 
smie asylum where she can be more close­ 
ly watched, aud where she eau receive 
constant medical attention.

She 
is very reticent concerning the attempted 
suicide, but this has been one of her char­ 
acteristics since her mini has beta affect­ 
ed. #he will talk but little to her own fam­ 
ily, and scarcely a word to strangers, and 
has given no reason for the attempt lo end 
her Ufo. When she was returned to con 
sciousness yesterday, she coin plans cd of 
her nock hurting her, but said little beyond 
this. It Is evident that she has been plan­ 
ning for this deed for sometime. The rope 
with which she hung herself was one 
used for a halter, aud was missed from its 
place several days ago, and was probably 
secreted by her tor the purpose for which 
she employed it. Her reason for visiting 
the cellar is considered as a pretext only to 
carry out her designs of suicide. It appears 
that she stood upon the cellar stairs, fasten 
ed the rope about her neck, aud tied it to 
the braces of the joists above aud then 
swung off. When found aud cut down he r 
head was within a lew inches of the joists, 
and her feet just cleared the floor. It is 
evident that she had no other reason for 
attempting suicide except such as might 
emanate from a crazed brain, as with a 
kind husband, affectionate children, [and a 
pleasant home, there seemed uo cause tor 
h r tieing thus tire d of life.
